The avowed ob- 
ject of tne Bill is to permit the Leach 
work and to preventprosecation for 
it. No wonder Sir Charles Fitzpat- 
rick refused to countenance such legis 
lation for an instant and by his firm 
mess killed the Bill during his tenure 
of office. We do not believe that Sir 
Wilfrid is personally enamoured with 
the measure his speeches do not give 
one, the impression that he approves 
it but it is obvious that the Sifton- 
Burrows—leach clique have captured 
the Minister of, Justice and the Pre- 
mier has not withstood their deman 
4s.
